(4)  '^nit  is  unable  to  operate  to  its  ivaxlatc  cffcctlvcnoss  without 
around-the-clock  Vietn:ao8c«&iglish  speaking  observers,  nd  eoasunie  tions  with

Most  Mohawk  operations  are  conducted  in  the  nountain  ranges  and  valltye  of 
Binh  Olnh  and  Phu  Ton  pro\-lneos.
